THE “BOSS” 

The Financial Post and friend Journal are 
having a discussion as to whether Premier 
Aberhart or the Social Credit Board is “boss” 
in Alberta.

On $20,000,000 of the bonds the interest rate 
is 2 per cent. On the remaining $30,000,000, to 
run for thirteen years, the rate of 3 per cent.

IMPROVEMENT LOANS 

At the end of December, 32,946 Canadian 
home-owners had borrowed money under the 
home-improvement plan, making alterations 
and improvements to their premises to the total 
value of $12,850,379. It is only guesswork of 
course, but it seems safe to assume half 
this amount would have covered the cost of im- 
provements made if there had been no such plan 
in existence. 

Of this total, $620,477 was borrowed and spent 
in Alberta, wh is probably ten times the 
amount that would have been put into improve- 
ments had there been no s\ 
loans could be secured easily and at relatively 
small cost. Improvements could in that event 
hove been carried out only by people of inde- 
pendent means, since other loan-money was not 
to be had. 

In Edmonton, 650 home-owners borrowed and 
spent $359,734. With results to the building trades 
and supply houses which were apparent to all, 
Loans made in Calgary totalled $216,212; in Leth- 
bridge $31,819; in Medicine Hat $12,711, Prac- 
tically all the Alberta loans went to the 
improvement of city homes.

WHY THE OBJECTION: 

The Dominion Government objects to Edmon 
ton employing relief men on odd jobs on a work- 
and-wages basis. Notice has accordingly been 
given by the provincia! authorities that the city 
must not in future include money thus spent in 
the statements of relief costs toward which con- 
tributions from the Governments are to apply. 
In other words, relief money from the federal 
and provincial treasuries must be paid out only 
as “direct relief.’ If it is desired to substitute 
wage-work for relief allowances, approval of 
definite work projects must be first secured. 

Aside from -the traditional inclination of gov- 
ernments and officials to stickle for meticulous 
adherence to rules and regulations, it is difficult 
to see why this objection is raised. The federal 
treasury sends along a lump sum to the province 
each month, and the province contributes a lump 
aum to the city. However the city uses the money, 
Mt can get no more from the province, nor the 
province any more from the Dominion. There

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ernments, or running up a bill of costs against 
them over and above its stipulated allottment for 
relief purposes. ! 

Perhaps the idea at Ottawa is that relief men 
should be willing to work out the amount of 
their allowances, without the added inducement 
of earning a few extra dollars in a month as 
wages. To this the city engineer replies that the 
theory may look good but it does not pan out. 
Relief men, he says, do not work as well when 
they are only getting allowances as when they 
are getting wages. Which is further evidence 
that men on relief are much like men who are 
not. Working for one’s board is obviously less 
likely to inspire high efficiency than working for 
cash—even though the actual reward may not 
be greatly different. 

The effect of this ruling is to discourage the 
use of relief men in cleaning streets and doing 
other casual jobs, and to prolong “direct relief.” 
It is time we were getting away from that waste- 
ful absurdity, by almost any expedient. The 
work-and-wages plan was designed to do this, to 
a very moderate degree. If the city has to aban- 
don the plan there will be no saving to the prov- 
ince or the Dominion. Instead, there will be a 
consolidation of the “direct relief” system, which 
is only too solidly entrenched now.

INADEQUATE 

There has been considerable commendation 
of the Quebec minimum wage arrangement an- 
nounced just before the New Year. Dispatches 
reporting it gave very few details and only a 
few examples were afforded. Fuller informa- 
tion suggests two things: one, that the mini- 
mums set are inadequate; two, that if the sett- 
ing of these minimums mean a general wage 
increase of $26,000,000 then wages in Quebec 
must now be incredibly low. 

The Toronto Star gives fuller information. 
It records this about the new wage schedule: 


The Quebec minimum for those engaged in 
canning fruits or vegetables is to be only $6.72 
per week. Office employees’ minimum ranges 
from $10 in Montreal down to $8 in rural parts. 
Workers in hotels or restaurants are to get a 
minimum of $5.76 in the country, up to $9.60 in 
the big city; cooks, $7.20 in the rural districts up 
to $14.40 in Montreal. Bell boys and porters 
are given a minimum in any area of $4.80, That 
for theatre and movie employees ranges from 
$7.20 to $12. The school teacher minimum is 
only $300 with lodgings or $400 without. 

The Star then goes on to compare these min- 
imums, which are for men as well as women, 
with the minimum wage for women which On- 
tario has. It points out that the lowest wage 
allowed for inexperienced office girls is $10 
rising with experience to $12.50. That the min- 
imum for women workers in factories is $12.50 
in Toronto and in the most rural parts $10. And 
that female employers in hotels and restaurants 
must receive 26 cents an hour in Toronto rang- 
ing down to 20 cents in rural parts. 

But if these new minimums for men will cause 
a payroll increase of $26,000,000 then present 
wages in these unorganized occupations must be 
nearly non-existent. The new scaie can be called 
a beginning but it does not go very far towards 
correcting a shocking condition. 

If Mr. Duplessis would show as much vigor 
in fighting for decency in living standards 
among wage earners as he is showing in fight- 
ing for profits for the power companies, it 
would be much more heartening.—Saskatoon 
Star-Phoeniz. 


The Business Trend 


Speaking at the asnual meeting of sharehold- 
ers, in Toronto, Mr. S. H. Logan, president of 
the Canadian Bank of Commerce, indicated the 
important part played by foreign trade in re- 
viving industry and business in Canada. He 
said in part: 

It is quite apparent that the economic prog- 
ress in Canada during 1937 was due largely 
to a series of favorable developments affecting 
the country’s export trade. This trade, though 
recently on a declining scale from the record 
volume of the preceding year, had a value above 
one billion dollars and, like that of 1936, was, 
on a comparable price basis, actually greater 
than in 1929. Had there been available for the 
autumn trade even a fair exportable supply of 
grains, instead of the smallest surplus ever on 
hand in relation to our productive facilities, the 
total volume of exports would have reached an 
all-time peak. As it was, exports of certain 
products were of exceptional proportion. 

The export trade of the past year provided 
the people of Canada with a new fund of purch- 
asing power amounting to hundreds of millions 
of dollars. Practically all the products we sold 
abroad were in excess of current domestic re- 
quirements and aside from providing foreign 
exchange with which to meet external debt 
services, they brought returns to be used for 
repurchases of Canadian securities held by for- 
eign investors, and for imports of commodities 
which we need, but cannot ourselves produce. 
Thus, our imported merchandise is provisionally 
estimated at $625,900,000, and included various 
Taw materials, such as cotton, real silk, wool 
and rubber, for fabrication in domestic factor- 
ies and mills by our own people. 

We gontinued last year, therefore, to derive 
a twofold advantage from our foreign trade: 
first, the employment of labor and other services 
necessary for the production, processing, trans- 
portation and distribution of our exportable 
commodities and second, a wide range of do- 
mestic activities consequent upon the return 
flow of trade in the form of essential imports. 

Canada usually occupies fifth place in world 
export trade. As, however, her population is 
the smallest of the five leaders—in fact, the 
smallest of the first eight ranking countries— 
her productive capacity for export, after pro- 
viding for a high national standard of living, 1s 
the greatest per capita. It is indeed remark- 
able that this industrially young country, with 
a population of less than twelve millions, should 
be able to produce exports about one-third as 
large as those of the United States, more 
highly developed nation, with a population of 
nearly one hundred end thirty millions and still 
in possession of vast natural resources. 

Mr. A. E. Arscott, genera] manager of the 
bank, cited the expansion in heavy industries 
and in mining as factors of outstanding import- 
ance in the year's record. He said in this con- 
nection: 

We have come through an unusual year, 
marked in its early purt by a high rate of eco- 
nomic activity over most of the world, and later 
by a slowing down in several countries and a 
sharp reversal of the recovery movement in the 
United States. For Canada, 1937, like the inter- 
vening years from 1933, was mainly one of pro- 
gressive adjustment. In severa) branches of 
our national economy a record level of pro- 
ductivity and employment was attained. Not- 
withstanding the influence of the sharp ree 
m in the United States upon certain of our 
industries as well as upon our stock and com- 
modity prices, Canada’s business volume as a 
whole was 10 per cent greater than in 1936. 
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One of the outstanding features of the year 
was the expansion in the heavy industries 
which had previously lagged so much in the

You really need sleep more than you need 
food, as you could do without food for.10 days or 
longer, but five days is about as long as you can 
do without sleep. 

Undoubtedly, sound restful sleep has great 
value and the average person does his best work 
on the day following a night of sound slumber. 
Sleep is a yreat restorer and is one of the most 
necessary healing measures. You will find that 
success in life and also the enjoyment of life, 
depend upon securing regular, restful sleep. 

In this modern age, there are many people 
who neglect to secure enough sleep and forget 
that the sleep cure is one of the best helps to 
normal health. If you are well, you need plenty 
of sleep; while if you are sick, it becomes doubly 
important to give attention to this matter. The 
deep response found in sound slumber will bring 
rich rewards in building up better health and 
stronger nerves. 

Sleep is an inexpensive beautifier and after a 
sound sleep the skin is velvety and smooth, the 
eyes are bright, and lines have been erased from 
the face. 

How much you should sleep will depend upon 
your own individual case. The best plan is to 
experiment and to find out what number of 
hours will make you feel the best. The average 
person gets along with 6 to 8 hours sleep, but the 
sick person may need from 8 to 12. 

You will find you sleep better if the blankets 
or bed covering are of just the right weight to 
keep you warm, but are not heavy enough to 
oppress you. In choosing the mattress and 
springs for your bed, the best plan is to secure 
those which bring the most comfortable rest 
possible. I would strongly advise that you treat 
yourself to a comfortable bed, as the many ben- 
efits to be derived will more than repay you for 
the cost. 

If you find it hard to drop off to sleep and 
the feet are cold, I would advise that you place 
a hot water bottle at the feet, as this helpful 
measure will often produce very good results. 

The first few hours of sleep are probably the 
soundest providing you are reasonably tired 
when you put your head on the pillow. If your 
work is such that you obtain little exercise, try 
walking during the evening or try taking enough 
physical culture exercises to make the muscles 
a little tired. Exercising may help you to sleep 
better. 

Those who find it the hardest to sleep are 
usually those who need the benefits of refresh- 
ing repose the most. In case you have developed 
sleeplessness or insommia, I suggest that you 
send for my article on the subject.

QUESTION: Donnie T. inquires: “What is 
the reason I crave lemon juice? Every time I 
see a cut lemon I am not satisfied until I get a 
drop or two of the juice.

ANSWER: Probably your diet has been 
lacking in vitamin C and this is the reason the 
lemon juice is so appealing. Certainly. there 
is no harm in using it, and in fact, you will 
benefit from it. Canned tomatoes are another 
excellent source of vitamin C. 

QUESTION: B. M. L. writes: “I have had 
eczema for about 10 years. Have been to sev- 
eral doctors and while the remedies prescribed 
seem to help for awhile, the skin.trouble comes 
back. I can eat anything put in front of me 
as my digestion is perfect, but am troubled by 
delayed elimination from the intestines. Is there 
anything I can do to clear up the skin?” 

ANSWER: An external remedy may produce 
temporary results but seldom causes a perman- 
ent disappearance of eczema, as it does not re- 
move the systemic cause. I believe you will 
benefit from a short fast, followed by a simpler 
diet. Use the enema until the intestinal slug- 
gishness responds to the change in diet. Maze 
it a point to secure an abundance of cooked and 
raw salad vegetables for the purpose of pro- 
viding the colon with plenty of bulk.

A further feature of the heavy in- 
dustry situation, and one which deserves wide 
recognition, is the introduction of new products 
evolved mainly during the depression period 
when efforts were being made to counteract the 
deflationary effects then felt in the standard 
equipment departments. As a result of this 
enterprise, these industries have become more 
diversified and now offer a greater range of 
products. They have, therefore, achieved more 
Stability in their own operations and imparted 
to industry in general more steadiness than was 
possible a few years ago. Unfortunately there 
were some lines of industry in which the prog 
ress of the previous year was not maintained. 

As in former years, mining has been in the 
vanguard of Canada’s economic advance. The 
powerful influence of the expansion in mining 
upon Canadian business in general is not fully 
reflected by the new record in 1937 of $45v,- 
000,000 in production value. That figure repre- 
sents merely the net result. Many branches of 
industry benefited from mining vuperations be- 
cause these operations involved heavy demands 
for equipment and materials. Moreover, mining 
has to its credit a more stable record of employ- 
ment in the depression years than other lead- 
ing industries and has been largely instrumen- 
tal in providing new employment during the 
revival period. Canada has assumed an envi- 
able place in world mining and every encour- 
agement should be given to the further expan- 
sion of this vitally important industry.

Ninety-four per cent of children 
examined by school board den- 
tists in 33 city schools were found 
to have dental defects, it was dis- 
closed in a report submitted to 
the schoo] trustees at a school 
board meeting Tuesday evening, 
compiled by the school board's 
dental staff following a 25-day 
survey. 

Examinations were conducted 
in 33 schools and 4,099 pupils 
were examined, Only 246 chil- 
dren were found without dental 
defects. The report disclosed also 
that amongst the 4,099 students 
examined there were 8,738 defec- 
tive permanent teeth, and 11,382 
defective deciduous teeth, 

All defects found were marked 
on duplicate charts; one chart be- 
ing retained by the school nurse, 
the duplicate being given to the 
Parent or guardian of the child. 

Grades two, three and four only 
were examined in the survey.
